RetEenchment issue hits peak

President Lawrence Park 
failed to join appeals for no 
retrenchmeDl at MSC last 
night as more than 2«000 
people jammed Straughn Au- 
ditorium. The large crowd,; 
ccmiposed of administcation, 
faculty, students, non-in- 
structional personnel and 
townspeople met to discuss 
openly the. current budgetary 
inobleam coQfrontiiag the 
ooUeiee.. 

Dr. Richard Walker, chair- 
man of Faculty Council, 
opened the meeting^y suin^ 
marizing the current status 
of the college and proposing 
the Acuity alternatives. 
"Our position is that no one 
sliould voluntarily lose his 
job,** Walker said. "We urge 
the adminisMaoB tb a^:^ 
this view.**

In arguing against re- 
trenchment, Walker outlined 
six OAier points. Among 
them is the fact that re- 
trrachment is regressive 
because the least senior 
members of the faculty are 
among the leaders in change 
and innovation. These non- 
tenured professors would be 
the first to be dismissed. 

Additional arguments in- 
clude that retrenchment has 
a detrimental effect on cam- 
pus mprale, and would lead 
to less diversity in course 
offerings lor the students. 
"It is the school and the

Mark IV cannot 
raise prices. If they were to 
consider an increase, the

Absenteeism is the reason 
the cafeteria service can 
charge 42<^ per studait a 
meal.

Olimpi expressed that he 
wants to cut down on campus 
organiasations that du^icate 
their purpose with other organi- 
zations or that serve no valid 
purpose. 

A campus activities boards 
nink been created^ to regulate 
tills concept. The ^»miition of 
the new activities board was 
approved by an overwhelming 
majority vote after sanction 
was requested by Olimpi. 

Olimpi then expressed that 
the real work ^ia dnnp in the 
committees and not at the 
meetings. 

Asking for volunteers to re- 
piesent the ^iidatts on foculty 
counsel committee, half a 
dozen senates volunteered; 
two were undemocraticly hand- 
incked by Olimpi without a 
ieoate vote of confirmation. 

Dean Kelchner clariHed a 
qitestion concerning financial 
separation of College Union 
Board and the movie committee.

Tlie dean continiied to ottke 
the senate aware that this is 

not an attempt of SGA to con- 
solidate a central power but an 
attempt to do a better lob in 
providing activities for the 
students without waiting stu- 
d^roonoy. 

Vice-pesident George jpfiono 
summarized that everybody's 
going to be short on money this, 
year including faculty, main- 
tnumoe, and students. 

Pernio said, "State commis- 
sioner SSeigter and Seeiettty ot 
Education Pittin^ger want revi- 
sions but nothing drastic will 
be* changed.*' 

But since the SGA meeting 
nine days ago the reality of 
retrenchment and faculty mem- 
bers losing their jobs has be- 
come a threat, along with the 
potential of » maintenance strik- 
ing with foculiy. 

Unless the administration 
and President IPark, and es- 
pecially the student body join 
the faculty in their fight 
agaiss^' the state budget cuts, 
Harrisburg will have us all 
screwed! 

Sixty positive recommenda- 
tions were made ly the long- 
^range^planning committeemem- 
bers to improve our caaipits and 
college.

In President Nixon's 
spe^h to Congress this 
week, he outlined several 
piecejs of legislation, 
which he feels are essential 
to our nation and urged Con- 
gress to pass litem. 

The first part is labeled 
'^prosperity without infla- 
tieiu''^ Of couraei red- 
blooded American^ would like 
• to see this dream realized; 
never^e4es8', it is highly 
unlikely that this goal can be 
achieved with the Adminis- 
tration's regulations. 

I don't pretend to be an 
economist, but it appears to 
me that our economy was in 
less trouble before Phase 
L It was the Administration's 
eccmomic controls which 
created the meat shortage. 
Perhaps inflation might bS 
the lesser of the two evils. 

The second part concerns 
our energy needs. Among ike 
President's proposals are: 
(1) deregulation of prices of 
natural gas, <2) denning of 
harbors so-thn^ can accom- 



modate mipeir^tuikiefs, and 
(3) passage of the Alaska 
Oil-Pipeline Bill. 

Thia legislation i» only 
evading i& issue. At our 
piesent rate <^ consumption 
the world has enoudi petrol- 
eum resources to last only 
another 30 years. (The nato- 
rid gas supply can laat 
aligjhtiy loofer). 

It ia time that we devote 

our energy to finding new 
aources of fUel, rather than 
move rapid conauinption of 
the ones we now have.

** better communities" and 
deals with revenue sharing. 
This, I feel, is kng overdue* 
Come on Congress, and pass 
this legislation. Failure to 
do so can only hurt every 
one of us. 

The fourth part of legisla- 
tion concerns "human re- 
sources," particularly the 

gassing of the ''Better 
chools Act," providing 
that school regulations be 
set locally. While I cannot 
disagree with the ideal of 
better schobls, I do nOl ^1 
that complete local regula-^, 
tion is the sUution.

The French have been doing 
this for years now (even to 
the extreme of uniform les- 
son plans from a^kool to 
school) and it has Memad to 
work quite well. " 

The fifth part dealt with in 
Mr. Nixon's speech is crime 
and drugs. The President 
pointed onft ISI^ ataiia- 
ics showed a decrease in 
srime. He requested pas- 
sage of a "HeibiB TMRck- 
ing Bill," and one dealing 
with refbim of the criminal 

code. Passage of these 
bUls is very sorely needed. 

However, Mr. Nixon also 
called for restoration of the 
death penalty for serious 
offenses. In iqy three Crim- 
inal Justice courses (and 
all the other reading Tve 
done on the subject), I have 
never seen a sin^e set of 
stetistics showing capital 
punishment to be a deterrent 
to crime. Prison systems 
seem to be much more effec- 
tive when rehabilitation is 
stressed rather Uian punish- 
meiit^ . 

Finally, Mr. Nixon was 

concerned with defense. He 
does not want the U.S. to 
become- a second rate power. 
He proposed that we ** main- 
tain national defense to 
provide .incentive for mutual 
reduction of arms," and 
place no limits on Presiden- 
tial powers (Which can jeop- 
ardize imtiqnal security.

WAR AND NOBODY CAME??

Gertainly, then, some 
students who a^ply are weed- 
ed put, but those who do get 
the job can not be considered 
"model" ^t)er6onalities who 
are equipped to handle every 
student problem that may

APSCUF-PAHE (Ass'ocia- 
tiott of Pennsylvania State 
Colleges and University fac- 
ulties) is attempting to unify 
and integrate all the state 
colleges into one. Such a 
merger would result in the 
formation of a Commonwealth 
University of Pennsylvania. 

According to Mr. Robert 
Murphy, Chairman of the 
State Legislative Committee 
of APSCUF, there is no 
single spokesman for all the 
colleges and ''no one seems 
to know who speaks for us.** 
In the new lull about to be 
presented to the legislaturew 
the "Commonwealth Univer- 
sity** would have a chancellor 
in charge of coordinating 



activities and presenting the 
annual budget to the leipsla- 
ture. In this way much con- 
fusion would \be eliminated 
Wi^ one man canyiiig the 
responsibility. 

Mr. Murphy emphasized 
that under the new bill, ilie 
system would be "divorced 
from the Department of Edu- 
cation'* and the chancellor 
would present the annual 
budget directly to the legis- 
lature. "We (the state col- 
leges) seem to be st^Hchil- 
dren to the elementary and 
secondary schools with which 

the Department of Education 
concerns itself,** said 
Murphy. "We would be the 
legislature's school, not the 



Department of Education's." 

Wi^ asked 'about the 
effect of such a merger on 
the students , Mr. . Murphy 
replied that under such a 
system the school would have 
a better chance of receiving 
an adequate budget. He also 
said that the ^ttfents %oaM 
graduate with a more prcsti- 
gious degree from a Conunon- 
wealth Univmity than fiom 
m uiyldidiial stale eeUige. 



The bill will be i

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In last week's editorial, we dealt with the subject of 
retrenchment and the state's reftisal to properly support 
its state coU^dB. 

This we6k, we wish to examine the Concept Docu- 
ment in regard to the status, of several departments on 
campus. Most important is the document's statemaat on 
the phase-out of the foreign language major. 

Assuming the state will eventually provide appro- 
bate ftinds (which most likely will require a new^- 
ministration in Harrisburg), our first question is why 
phase out any of the current programs offered? As 
outlined i)i the docomeiit, the state wants its colleges 
to be "multipurpose" institutions. But then, elimina- 
tion of entire program^ and "freezing" of others is 
demanded. 

Besides the language phase-Out, eight programs are 
expected to Maintain their enrollment at current levels. 
Included in this category are Art,' Biology, Criminal

no major changes forseen 



The possibility of Pass/ 
Fail option being dropped is 
untrue. The current rumor 
came abcMit after students 
heard of the meetings of the 
Pass/Fail committee. How- 
ever, the recent studies are 
into fhfe policies of the op- 
tion and do not conc^m Uie 
dropping of ili*B PaSft/P^ 
alternative. According to 
Mr. Leiboff, the presept chair* 
Ml of the Committee for 
Academic Standards, the ori- 
ginal policy for Pasa/Pail 
was initiated in the fall of 
Id^l and it carried to sti- 
pulation that the option must 
be reviewed at the end of two 
years. This is the yev of 
' the mquiry and recommenda— 
tioos now being made to 
the committee. 

Last year the students of 
MSG heard a similar rumor. 
Dr. Gertzman sumiHed the 
reason for the problem ibr he 
was last year's committee 
chairman. The former com- 
nu^toe im att^nqptiiig to re- 
view the policies and make 
suggestions so that this year 



definite changes or revisions 
could be made. However, due 
\p the great variety of opin- 
ion nothing was accomplished 
as far as change in the optitm 
was concerned. 

A look at the original pro- 
posal for the Pass /Fail op- 
tion will provide the basis for 
the need for' re^vahiatioii. 
The policy stated that a 
passing grfide should be C or 
better, all courseis may be 
taken on a Pass/Fail basis, 
except courses required by 
major departments, and eight 
courses may be taken on the 
Pass/Fail option during the 
four year period, including 
summ<«r school. 

Also, three failures in 
Pass /Fail will constitute 
the loss of the option for the 
student. The student^ most 
decide on the Pass/Fail op- 
tion during the add period for 
courses and this proposal 
will be subject to a strict re- 
view at the end of two years. 

During the course of re- 
evaluating the policy differ- 
ent pjlinioilA \mmb^^^m^ 



One concerned th e level for 
the Pass grade. A C or better 
was felt k) be mdre accurate 
in order for the student to re- 
ceive the Pass credit. An- 
other question dealt with the 
possibility of students taking 
inteBas^r-m -A— Pass /Fail 
basis. 

The current study of the 
option' also revealed a cer- 
tain amount of abuse to the 
original policies. The intent 
of the option was that stu- 
dents would take new courses 
on an ex^oritory basis; in- 
stead, people are taking Gen- 
eral Education requirements 
on the Pass/Fail program. 

In addition to the com- 
mittee study a computerized 
investigation was also con— 
(faicted last spring into var- 
ious aspects of the Pass/^ 
Fail program. 

The Pass/Fail committee 
also has the students opinion 
represented. Two students 
flrom the college are notified 
of the meetings and have Ae^- 
gestions about the policy 
li^^ions.

State College should aim for 
in the next five years. It i$ 
a stetement of MSC's 
goals and future directions. 
Hie Departmeint of Edu- 
-cation in Harrisburg must 
review^ and • it, 
<^l%fite #iis a ;j^|)|^.m€^tint 
of the PaduHar x^ta< 
the LRPC in which parte of 
the Concept Document were 
presented that the Faculty 
Council wanted changed. 
Walker stated that he thought 
that the great majority of the 
^se^^sions presented will be 
approved, in the final version 
ci the document. However, 
there are _ several points 
which Walker felt would not 
be settled in the final version 

Dean Pincus, Dean of Arts 
and Sciences and member of 
the three man committee to 
draft the document^ said that 
almost I of the leYisiona 
suggested by the FMmi^^ 
Council have been approved 
by the LRPC, except the one 
concming the phase-<ntt of 
departments. 

One of the disagreements 
is ovm the maintenani^ of tlie 




current size of some piu- 
grams. Walker stated that 
this was a misunderstanding 
and that it was not the intent 

of the LRPC to ,foriwl 
growth, but that it was 

thought that these depart- 
ments, such as Mathematics 
and Psychology, wottkl not 
grow much larger. Walker em- 
phasized thflt these depart- 
mente should use their cur- 
rent size aa H floor and oet* 
"tJBdnly not get staaller. — ^ 

Thf second contention be- 
*tween the LRPC and the 
Faculty Council concerns the 
decreasing of the size of 
some oi the programs, such 
as Elementiiy and Secondary 
Ekiucation, and Home Econo- 
mics Education. Ac^prding 
to the current statistic^ the 
enr^hnents Ibr these pro- 
grama are gopg to decline 
in the Itere^ mid the LRPC 
fett th^ ^ College "fiwT 
better plan ahead for ' it. 

The third disagreement be- 
tween the LRPC and the 
Faculty Council concerns the 
elimination of the language 
majors. 'Waiter said that if 
this passes, the language de- 
partments will exist, but that 
the language major will be 
phased out. Concerning this 
point Walk^ stated, "A large 
segment of the faculty is un~ 
happy with this decision.*' 

Pincus emphasized the 
growth of new programs men- 
tioned in the doconMit. He 
said that such programs as 
the Allied Health Professions 
pfogram has- ^already been 
approved by Harrisburg and 
that the chances of imple- 
menting Eimronm.mtal l^#es 
•program are very good. 

Pincus stated, concerning 
many of the new programs 
outlined in the Concept 
Document, "We see most of 
these programs as 3r> pos- 
sfi&ter^thin this five year 
program without costir ;.' a 
lot of money." The inal

The play seemed to get off 
to a slow start with an ex- 
tended and bland first scene, 
but then much of the prob- 
lem lies with Moliere, or, 
rather, the modem audien- 
ce's aversion to Moliere's 
rhyming couplets. Once past 
that obstacle, the production 
proceeded to develop some 

^_iich-^haracterization wMch 
provided the strepigth Of the 
play. 

Maiy Bensel, Mme. Per^ 

_ nolle, struck an altogether 
menacing authoritarian pose 
and Linda FraUe, Eimire, 
and Beverly Cornelius, 
Mariano, presented a se- 

quence of cameo profiles that 

aeemcMTlh l^eeping wiUi oii 
era of harpsichords, pow- 
dered wigs and classical 
grace.^T?Hn Charvat has 
found strength in his vocal 
powers and is beginning to 
project a -more commanding 
figure, but Terry Hartzell, 
, Valere, as the fellow young 
gallant seemed to be of 
another mold; his strong jut- 
ting jaw consistently aimed 
' toward stage center ceiling 
and the melodramatic move- 
ments resulted tn a cari- 
cature figure, more farcical 
than brave and heroic, but 
then he never was to be the 
Swashbuckler, as his Ipve 
spat with Mariano showed. 
Bit it was Kim- Motter, 



Orgon; md IM Coulter, 

Tartuffe, who made the play 
take shape, Motter/a gradual 
creation of the essentially 
kindly yet befuddled dupe 
lent sympathy to the role 
when his'plight was revealed; 
Motter has that strong fa- 
therly voice and a gaping 
awestruck pose that Keeps 
his characterization alive. 
Ned Coulter's ability to 
range through moods of piety, 
le(£ery, and vindictiveness 
allowed the conflict of the 
play to take on realistic 
proportions^a quality of 
experience. And one must 
note Dave Kline's Cleante 
emerge at the denouement 
as the roan of reason find- 
ing the middle way of mod- 
eration and sirildng the 
note the satire has been 
striving for. However, one 
must tdsb note that for all 
the inherent goodness of the 
character's language M. 
Kline contini]^a&;^^^^ a 
devious character^atiOn, 
this case, a sinister mandarin 
in the garb of a seventeenth- 
century gentleman. 

In short the cast had depth 
and a sense of polish. The 
blocking seemed precise and 

was quite effective, es- 
pecially the moment when 
Tartuffe''8 passionate lunge 
for Eimire results in an em- 
brace with Orgon. And a par- 
ticular note to Barbara Ruth 
for Hie period costumes; 
the color and pageantry en- 
riched the stage and helped 
'^set the tone. 

But if applause is a factor, 
the delight of the evening 
was the introduction of 
Diane Shaffer, jDorine, to the 
Mansfield Stage. It was the 
petulant Dorine, saucy, ener- 
vated, alert, who saw through 
and acted against a little 
world Tartuffified.

Policy regarding continued enrollment Is set forth on 
pages 39 and 40 of^^ 1973-75-©irtalogo The proce- 
dures for dismissing students for academic reaapn& 4r.e 
modified, effective immediately, as follows^ 

Delusions to dismiss students for a<3ii4jiia^ reasons 
will be made at the end of each' si)ring Semester;^ Ex- 
ceptional cases may be handled at other times. 

This change means that, except for unusually poor 
performance, no student will be dropped for low grades 
at the end of the current semester^ The criteria for dis- 
missing studaits are not changed, just the time at which 
such decisions are made. 

Students who at the end of the fall semester do not 
me^t ^e criteria for continued enrollment will be noti- 
fied.^ They iihoyy^M adviser and discstt^Lbi^ 
standard of performance needed in the spring semester 
to avoid dismissal. 

There is no change in the opportunity tor any istudent 
to appeal his/her dismissal to the Academic Standards 
Review BoardL In fact, the change in tim^g^is made to 
insure; thatstudents idu taae^ue toltftve a meaningful 
right to i^pe^w , .

Tbo resolution also stated 
that if the presidents cannot 
balance their .197a-74 budget 
by t»ing retrenchment pro- 
cedures, additional faculty, 
tenured or im-tenured, may 
be dismispt^ 

Secretary of Education 
Pittenger i^nt a telegram to 
the 14 state college presi- 
dents stating that the resolu- 
, tion "may be illegal" and 

that he is now seeking advice 
from the Attorney General. 
Pittenger said to take no 
action until further iofornia- 
tion comes from tiie Depa#^ 
ment of Education. 

President Park said that 
tiie SCiJD Board action was 
'Improper" and that the 

6oard cannot order or direct, 
but only advise the colleges 
aiMl the Secretaiy ilf liii^- 
tion. 

Park offi^ed this explana- 
tion tat the Board's resolu- 
tiCMi: 

"The Board on their

In April and May of 1972, 
a due process hearing was 
held with former professor 
Dr. In-cho Chung pressing 
charges against Dr. Law- 
rence Park, wh^ Dr. Chung 
was refused tenure after 
five years' probation. 

As a result of many days 
of hearings with numerous 
witnesses, the panel ruled 
mt Dr. Park "had ade- 
quate grofinds for reaching 
hiiB decision... in denying 
Or* Chung continuing em- 
ployment status...", ^ 
dently. Dr. Park's reasons 
were that Dr. Chung's for- 
eign accent interfered with 
class commudicdtioii, and 
his method of teaching was 
not suitable* 

Dr. Chung was hired at a 
time when the state de- 
manded use to hire a ftill- 
time professor to fill the de- 
partment. The requirements 
were for a I%D with i^en 
years teaching experience. 
Dr. Chung, a specialist in 
plant biology with eleven 
years of experience, was 
given the job. 

At this time^ijhe^did ten- 
ure policy wcK-«tiU being 
used. This stated that a 



was to be put on probatLoft 
for a maximum of three years. 
The only exception to this 
was ff the president granted 
a fourth or fifth year of 
probation provided that he 
gave the professor in ques- 
tion the reasons for tkis and 
held special meetintrs mtfa 
him. If the president does 
not notify the professor of 
this probation extension, it is 
assumed that the pfofessor 
has been gnnted tenur^^ 

After three years on 
probation, Dr. Chung was 
put on probation for a 
fourth year with ho notifica- 
tion supposedly because at 
the tinie a heiv chaiorman was 
beling ^i in the dbpnrtmeift 
and it was to be his choice 
to decide the matt^. Dr. 
Park did not, according to 
Mr. Thomas Walrath, Dr. 
Chung's former attorney, 

notify Dr. Chung of any of 
4heee occurenceSi 

Dr. Gassner, the new 
depifftment chairman, set up 
a committee of those who 
already had tenure in the 
department to determine 
whether the professors on 
probation should be granted 
tenure. The committee 
rftcnmmftndftd continuing 



to wait for Pittenger's re- 
sponse and work with the 
legislature to get them to 
^ppiminate more money. 

Professor Robert E. Mur- 
phy, State vice-president of 
APSCUF-PAHE. called the 
fecent SCUD board action a 
**mis-guided effort." 

According to Mr. Murphy, 
the admintfttfation can not 
dismiss any member of the

It 
was at- this point the due 
pibcess hearmg iir April and 
May of 1972 was set up. 

However, the due process 
hearing only determteed 
v^hether Dr. Park had acted 
in an arbitrary, capricious. 
Or discriminatory way and 
therefore, according to the 
feelings of Mr. Walrath, was 
constitutionally inadequate.

The possibility of a strike 
by Unit 2 workers is very 
high. Said Fay Anderson bf 
the Financial Aid office, 
* 'Strike now!". Unit 2 com- 
prises the Directors of the 
various offices, such as 
financial aid and the counsel- 
ing center, and the assistant 
sad associate Deans. 

Some of Unit 2 demands 
include maintainance of 
fiiculfyl status, and the^ir are 
also asking for sabbatical 
leave and tenure. Currently 
Unit 2 workers do have ftacul- 
ty status, however, in the 
new contract the State wants 
to eliminate this status. The 
state is also taking away the 
faculfy pay scale. Mr. Cos- 
tellb, the Director ofMsce- 
ment, said, **If we're not 
faculty status, we're not go- 
ing to teach."

Acting in his capacity as 
state Vice-president of 
APSGUF-PAHE, the bar- 
gaining agent for the faculty 
with the state, professor 
Robert £• Murphy met with 
Governor Shapp on October 
24 in order U> discuss the 
current threat* of retrench- 
ment. 4^. Murphy stated 
that the meeting was largely 
an exploratory one. 

Concerning the topics 
covered! during the mec^ng, 
Murpt^ said* "mostly, the 
meeting was jus t a genera l 
discussion of Iproblems.' 
Tlie govmor eaid that there 
was waste and that he 
wanted APSCUF to sit down 
and see if md niiere it 
exists and then to cut it out. 
Murphy said, "We told him 
things he had never heard 
before." However, he em- 
phasind that Governor Shapp 
Wide no ■ guaranteee for 
increased money. 

One of the main accom- 
pUefamente of the meetmg 
was the recommendations 
made by the governor for a 
con^renoe to be held in 
the not too distant ftiture. 
Governor Shapp proposed 
that a conference of- 
APSCUF4>AHE and the top 
administrators from the 
Dmrtment of Education 
tmi tie Office of Adminis- 
traticMi, which is directly 
under the governor, be held 
in the near ftiture. 

The Deputy Secretary of 
Education, David Hol||Qbecl^ 
was diiecled to ^soiisider 
arranging this conference. 
Murphy said that Governor 
Shapp expressed interest m 
attending this meeting if he 
could possibly find the time 
to do so. Miuphy said that 
this meetmg would cover 
such things as how the 
faculty and the state .can 
wiirtc together in the Mate 
and what ideas they can 
come up with. 

Much of the discussion 
centered around the lack of 
ftinds being appropriate to 
the state colleges and 



Murphy stated, **he asked us 
t6 understand the political 
realities that there aren't 
unlimited ftmds available*" 
In the area of grievancee» 
Murphy said that Uie governor 
**was going to make an 
attempt not to ignore the 
faculty in the decision 
making process in the state- • 
coir^s." Murphy and 
Governor Shapp both agreed 
that **the process of educe*, 
tion is nnre important than 
anything dse, we have no 
jdilference-ihere.^^ — ^As^ 
as* tangible praaises were 
concerned Murphy stated, 
"there was no guarantee 
that there will be more money 
nor that there wQl be any 
cutbacks in personnel, but 
he*A willing to listen to 
reason.** 

Murphy also mentioned to 
the governor that the col- 
leges coukhi*t plan for ^ 
Mure if 15-30% of the

I asked Murphy if the GOv-^^ 
emor had been aware of what 
Secretary of Education Pit- 
tenger has been doing in re^ 
gard to the State Colleges 
and Universities, at had 
been rumored that iliUch of 
this had been going on be- 
hind Shapp' 8 back). Murphy 
said that the GovMor 
seemed quite well informed. 
He added, however, that the* 
GovOmOr cai^Miti possibly 
know everything that Secre- 
tary Pittenger does. 

Mr. Murphy said that the 
Governor seemed quite con- 
cerned and that the APSCUF 
Representatives talked with 
him at some length. The 
conversation was .finally 
terminated by the APSCUF 
Delegation who felt' that 
they had taken enough of 
Gov. Shapp's time. 

. Murphy, also, added that 
he feels th0 Governor is now 
aware that there is a bar- 
gaining agent for the faculty 
of th e jSatB Colleg es and

Mr, Harold E. Schwartz, 
Chairman of the Long Range 
Planning, Committee, sum- 
marized the feelings of the 
committee when he stated 
that the Foreign Language 
program did not fulfi]] £e 
tatiaireiiieiits that the degree 
programs should develop 
significant percentage in- 
crease in enroltAent in or- 
der to achieve fiiller uti- 
lization of present resources. 

Wsimfites^ many students 
and fopulty have, been won- 
dering why the Foreign Lan- 
guage degree programs 
are being phased out while 
the Chemistry and Physics 
proj^ams are seenuogly sufr. 
faring fitm the ^saBie tnoiF^^ 
lems and yet they are dbs- 
ignated to con^ue. 

A nundtier m reasons were 
volunteered by Mr, Schwartz 
and Dean Michael Pincus, 
head the Arb and Sci- 
ences Department. 

The Chemistry and Plw- 
sics departoent «re felt to 
have relatively strong lea- 
dership, strong faculty* and 
good physicfid facilities. 
They also have the po- 
tential for good departmental 
interaction. In the sciences 
there is more service at the 
higher division levels for ' 
majors and non-majors, ac- 
coRtiitg Mr. ^wait^^ 
Dean Pincus. 

Environmental Studies, ^ a 
pn>po8ed area of student 
concentration, will bolster 

enrollment at the upper di- 
vision level in the science 
department. . 

Mr. Schwartz stated that 
.the majority of the Com- 
BBttee did not feel thai the 
Foreign Language Depart- 
meiat fulfilled the above re- 
qi^nsmento «d therelbfe 



felt^it was m9mmy to bd^ 
gin the initial changes by 
phasing thia degree iffto- 
grain out. 

Three other major rea- 
sons were also supplied to 
show why Foreign La^ 
guage prbgraiDS aie^^ei]^ 
phased out. 

Fhrst, there appears to be 
a decreasing need in Pen- 
nsylvariia for secondary ed- 
ucation foreign language 
teachers. Second, thig tiM 
location of MSC is not con- 
ducive to the effective study 
of a foreign knguage. Third, 
MSC cannot be a total multi- 
purpose institution, ^ 

The BKibey savecLfo eli- 
minating the Foreign Lan- 
guage programs amounts to 
api^oximately $50,006. How- 
ever, it is felt by the com- 
mitee that ihi| money could 
serve gooif^liis^iA^. 

It could Help to maintain 
some programs already in 
existence in need of fi- 
nancial aid for which there 
is a strong student de- 
mand; or, it. could provide 
more monetary support for 
library purchases. 

There appears to be a 
conflict bef^i^Ben the Common- 
wealth's promotion of 
regional co-operation and 
Mansfield's development of 
an Information Processing 
degree program. Lock Haven 
State College c^I^g^ ailegr^ ~ 
in Computer Science, while 
MSC is introducing the 
Information Processing 
degree* 

in lefeienca to. this, Mr* 
SoMM^itti? sittteti ttiat it was 
hard to co-operate regional^ 
when you have such a vast 
region in which to deal. 

He also clarified the 
differences between the 
two college's degrees. Lock 
Haven's ^ program involves 
the technical aspects of 
computers while MSC's

enroflment decrease at MSC 



According to the Admis- 
sions Office there has been a 
substantially lower enroll- 
ment in relation to previous 
years at Manstield State 
College. The Admissions 
Office cited four basic rea- 
sons for- the decline of 
students entering Mansfield. 

First, since the .ending of 
the draft, many young meh 
are no longer going to col- 
lege for the purpose of 
avoiding miHtary service. 
Secondly, vocational and ^ 
trade schools have drawn a 
large number of high school 
students away from colleges. 
Thirdly, a latge emphasis is 
is being placed on c^xnmunity 
colleges rather than state 
schools. Fourth, the baby- 
boom of the early 1950*s is 
over, meaning that thiere are 
less eighteen-year-olds today 
than there were three or four 
years ago. ^ 

In attempt to increase en- 
rollment, the Admissions 
office ^s elhrnnated the 
quota on out-of-state stu- 
dents. Previously, the Ad- 
mis8ion6„:£Offi€e 
tained a poH^r of acceptiiig 



no more than five percent of 
its students from outside of 
Pennsylvania because of the 
overwhelming number of 
students apij^ing from within 
the state. But because 
the recent drop of Pennsyl- 
vania students applying to 
Mansfield, the quota has* 
been dropped altogether and 
the Admissions office has 
begun to recruit high school 

students from southern sec- 
tions of New York. 

Tlie Admissions office has 
also made its academic 
standards more flexible, 
putting more emphasis on the 
students as individuals 
rather than-tfae. b^ard sesres. 
The Admissions office has 
also been opennninded to- 
wsid apfflic ants who are 
vetei^s, and other older 
people. 

According-^te— the A(fanis- 
sions office, the Music and 
the Home Economics Depart- i 
meats still play a major role 
in attracting students to the 
colle|[e. Also, the idea of a 
muIli-pQrpose Hbefal arts 
state college has also been 
attractive to many appli- 
cants.

&i rec^t weeks, the power and responsibility of the 
ppess has come under severe attack. Some people have 
criticized the press for thuir insistent reporting in 
obtaining the Jacts, while others have questioned the 
responsibility the press has in reporling and or printing 
various contmyersial issues. 

"Today's press has taken on a completely new role 
as coqipared to the role of the press even five years 
ago. The "social responsibility of the press", preva- 
lent in today's society, denotes that not only does the 
press have the right to print conflicting views and 
opinions, but it has the obligation to search out as 
many views and opinions as possible. 

The main problem in actually implementing the first 
amendment's freedom of the press is that not all people 
have a way to be heard. This unconscious, built-in 
inequality prohibits some of the people f^om having an 
equal opportunity to let their opinions be puWicly 
known. Some people have a classroom to be heard, 
oitim do nou Hiusi fe «d editors of ^Bfiashlight, 
feel we shomd rake oh this ••social respdSiibility^' to 
ensure that aU views can adequatei^l and ^asonably be 
expressed, 

ffumiefous court cases have evolved concerning the 
freedom of the press and criticism of public figures. In 
each case, the court has ruled that people, acting as 
public officials* have the responsibility to accept pub- 
lic criticism. This includes public figures from the 
President of the United states to professors and 
teachers in our educational i^.stem. 

As John Stuart Mill expressed in On Liberty, you 
can't stifle any opinion because when you do, you

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Some students have been questioning the purpose of 
Tuesday's Hj^iisburg rallyrand commenting that it had 
not apoonvlislied anything substaiitlal.* We disagree 
with tbis^ew for several reasons* 

Organization - Credit must be given to CAS and 
Mansfield's SGA for a well-organized *' State College 
Day." Soon after the 20-member interviewing G^ani 
arrived at the State Capitol, President Joe Olimpi took 
us to the office of State Senator Henry Hager. After 
- ttaar ineel^^tiEipi and l^ee-president Qeorge Penno 
went to see Speaker of the House, Kenneth F. Lee. 
Meanwhile Mansfield and other state college students 
left' messages or met with theif ^te legislators. 

The rally started on time and except tor one, all 14 
speakers showed up« For 2500 people* crowd was 
Orderly , altbongh^^^ -cro!#d ^ reidr 4iftdly when 
Secretary Pittenger spoke. 

Informative In Hager' s office we presented our 
grievances: retrenchment, program phase-out, budget 
cuts, and tuition hikesl Assemblyman Dave Turner 
admitted that he was unaware of many state college 
problems and said that '*mpst of the legislators in the 
House don't know about the problems*** 

Neigher legislator had heard of the Concept Document 
which in 14 separate documents i^esents the future 
plans of the state colleges. Olimpi promised he would 
send copies to them. , 

Heed for CAS - At the rally, even Pittenger agreed 
that the State Colics need to have "permanmt 
pressure in Harrisburg. . .to bring to bear the right 
kinds of pressure." Hopeftilly CAS wiU fulfill that 
need. ^ 

While the $7.4 million appropriations bill for the 
colleges did pass, it does not provide for continued 
excellence and ftiture improvement. CAS and its Aiture 
lobbyist must then be the watchdog for the 14 colleges 
and more than 60,000 studentl^

deep concern for the educa- 
tional program at Mansfield 
State and throughout the 
state college system. 

Please be assured as 
Minority Chairman for the 
Higher Education Sub- 
cpiiimittee of the House, as a 
liiisHty memb^ of die 
Appropriations Committee 

and as a member of the 
"Democratic Hdiise Caucus 
that T am deeply cono9(ped 
with the current Hscal prob- 
lems facing Mansfield and 
all of our state Colleges, and 
that I firmly support your 

desire for the best education 
possiblie and for flie fkilmeing 
necessary to support it. 

You should be aware, 
however^ that despite the 
conmiitment of myself and 
many of the other Democrats, 
the Republican pariy is in 
the majority in the House of 
Representatives and therefore 
controls the amount of all 
apporpriaUosKlHlls including 
appropriation _fpr state 
colleges. ' - 

By way of background, you 
will recall that in the fast 
(72-73) fiscal year. Governor 
^mpp proposed, and we 
supported in the House, an 
increase for all of our state 
colleges in excess €i 14 
peroBntrf (At that time the 
Democrats controlled • the 
House). 

This year although the 
administration . initially 
proposed^ a "hold-thje-line** 
budget for all of Higher 
Education ihcluding the 
state colleges, we i^ized 
that this would be in effect 
a 6 percent decrease due to 
inflation, etc., and therefore 
increased the scholarship 
program, the state college 
appropriation, as well as the 
ilfpfopriation for our three 
state universities approx- 
imately 5 percent* This, 
resulted in an increase to 
our state colleges of 



^5,000,000. 

However, due to increases 
to various state college 
employees recently negoti- 
alEKi, a -large part 
$5,000,0(X) increase was 
eaten up by faculty Salary 
increases. Therefore, when 
the general appropriations 
bill was passed in the House, 
we tiied to add an addititmal 
increase for the state 
colleges of over $4,000,000. 

Unfortunately, this amend- 
ment failed % just three 
votes and examination of 
the record will show , that 
this amendment was sup- 
ported by almost all the . 
Democrats and a few Repub- 
lioatti . 

Future action for myself, 
and others concerned about 
the problem is as follows: 

We hope to amend the 
federal sharing revenue bill,. 
House Bill 920, to add an 
amendment for 5.4 million 
dollars for our state colleges; 
This amendment will be 
presented hy Representative 
William Shane of Indiana 
(Ik)unty. Failing this we 
hope to bring l^ate Bill 
out of Committee which 
contfiins an additional $3.2 
million for our state colleges 
(this was added by the 
E)emocratic controll ed state ' 
Senate). 

I hope the above will 
give you some < idea of the 
efforts some of us who, are 
concerned about higher 
education in Pennsylvania 
have been making. I would 
strongly urge you with one

Last week students and 
faculty discussed oppor- 
tunities for Mansfield 
students to study overseas.. 

"The talks centered around 
Mr. Terrence Foster, director 
of Educational Programmes 
Abroad of Brighton, England. 
Mr. Foster showed slides and 
described study programs in 
England, Belgium, and Pol- 
and. 

Exposure to a different 
culture is an advantage for 
everyone who studies alaroad. 
Most foreign study programs 
also offer £ui ecUicaticHi in 
subj ect matter tftat is iricher 
than can be experienced on 
the home campus. Studying 
contemporary European 
integration, both economic 
and political, at the Common 
Market headquarters of 
Brussels cannot be matched 
an^here ui this country. We 
are all familiar with American 
colonial and revolutioiiary 
history, but this summer 
American students in Cam- 
bridge will stucly ft from the 
British point of yie^! 

The open classroom is 
being explored and imple- 
mented im many school dis- 
tricts. The idea originated- 
yeiEffs ago in England. Plans 
are being made . for U.S. 
education majors to study the 
concept in London and to 
practice teach is British 
primary schools which use 
the epen jclassroonu'^ 



Over Christmas vacation a 
small group of Mansfield 
students are go in;? to Puerto 
Rico with Dr. Matthews, 
Sociology. This two week 
study tour was dieveloped in 
conjunction with Anthro- 
ploogy 430, Foreign Area 

Field Study. Next summer 
Dr. Bickham, Philosophy, wil 
teach German Existentialism 
in Sahsburg.

this weekend, then go see 
iTrank Ball's production of 
Blach Comedy and Private 
Ear. These two smashing 
British plays by Peter 
Shaffer will have you falling 
off your Seat with laughter! 

These two *avantrgarde ' 
mod^ Ixi^comediee both 
contained a comic-pathetic 
hero which provided the 
keystones of the plays'struc- 
ture. Dave Kline, as Brinds- 
ley Miller, in Black Comedy 
superbly handled his physi- 
cally demanding central part 
and Tom Charvat portrayed 
his mentally demanding key 
lole with total^concentration 
in Private Ear, which was 
the more naturalistic and 
serious of the two pla^s. 

Private Ear was a si ight 
piece about a shy young clerk 
and his ineffectual relation- 
ship with a prettyt but rather 
dumb, typist (portrayed *to-a- 
tee* by Diane Shaffer) whom 
he asks to be his bed-sitter 
for dinner. Ned Coulter 
convincingly played Tom's 
suave *ftiend' who was the. 
t'xperienced *make-oiit man* 
and 'Joe Cool' stud of the 
' * Whi skey-A-Go-Go' ' scene. 

Although the set in t^is 
play was simple, it was 
realistic along with the 
conflict in personalities 
vs^ich led up to the despair 
and believable ending. It 
was a painfully human and 
sensitive play yet also had 



enough humor in it to keejir 
the audience's attention! 

Black Comedy^ the more 
absurd and fimny of the two 
plays, revealed how the lack 
of communication and honesty 
between people can /turn 
the tables- upon their pre- 
vious expeetirtione* Irony 
was tiie /eoilliolling agent in 

this play and an absurd usage 
of numerous props kept the 
audience laughing and in- 
volved. Trap doors, rocking 

chairs, booze bottles flying, 
and buddhas breaking; all fit 
onto flie cdnplexly designed"^ 
innovative set. 

Dave Warfel as Qrindsley's 
'gay' next-door neichbor 
convincingly multiplied the 
aggravation of an irate father 
(Kim Motter) and was a riot 
in his characterization. In 
fact the whole cast accom- 
plished an outstanding job of 
acting. 

In Black Comedy^ the 
"trick" was that the house- 
lights went down and the 
curtain rose on a darkened 
stage, until there was a 
"fiise*? which plunged the 
stage into lightness. The 
audience Mvratched different > 
chaiacters stumble around, 
trying to see with the aid of 
cigarette lighters, ati>d so on* 
The result was that through 
mistaken identities* confi- 
dences were betrayed, se- 
crets were told to the wrong 
ears, an irate father heard 
more than he . should have,

The interplay between the 
main actor and his audi^ce 
in Black Comedy^ brought 
the play to life and kept Uie 
pace moving adequately.
